Terrific Explosicn. 


Cashier Me Lear Is only five feet from 
that of President Rushton, and the man 
muui have dropped the deadly missile 
between the two rooms. Cashier Mc- 
Loar was sitting at his desk at the 
time, and his body was badly mangled. 
The bomb-throw’er’s body was tern to 
pieces. At the time the explosion oc- 
cured all the vaJuts were open, books 
were piled on desks, and papers of all 
sorts of value were lying on desks 
preparatory to being put away for the 
day. The explosion devastated the in¬ 
terior of the big banking room. Glass 
and wooden partitions were wrecked 
and leveled to the ground as though a 
cyclone had swept through the place. 
Desks were ruined and Iron bars were 
twisted; In fact, there was hardly an 
object left Intact In the room. 

The explosion blow everyone In the 
banking-room to the floor, and for a 
moment they weri» dazed. ma*y of them 
not knowing what had happened, and. 
fearing that the building, which is an 
eight-story structure, was falling, mide 
a rush for the door, Mr. Rushton among 
them. The roar of the explosion brought 
the tenants on all floors to their foot, 
and a general rush was mode to the 
elevators and the srairw^ys^ As the 
excited people come out there was a 
rush from the street to rescue those 
who it was thought had been caught 
In the explosion.

Alarm of Fire. 


Washington, Jan. G.—[Special.]—The 
Secretary of War to-day ordered to the 
Philippines all the negro troops In the 
service of the United .States army. 
The Twenty-fourth Infantry Is now 
there and by the latter pant of April 
It will be joined by the Tw'enty-fifth 
Infantry and the Ninth and T^nth reg¬ 
iments of cavalry. For several years 
at least there will be no troubte In tho 
United States proper wfcth negro 
troop*.

Memphis, Jan. 5.—[Special.]—That 
an adjustment of grain rates will be

LAKE OF SHINING SODA TWENTY-FIVfi MILES LONG, 



t^-dfcwa 
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Los Angele*. Cal., Jan. 5.—(Special.)— 
Did you ever aland In the center of a 
perfectly dry lake, w’hooo waters once 
extended eight to ten mites in width, 
twenty-flvo to thirty mil©# in length, 
fifty to 100 feet In depth, and look out 
as far as your eyo could seo on an ex¬ 
panse of natural soda, sparkling white, 
resembling & blanket of enow on a 
winter's dny? Such Is Soda Lake of 
Ban Bernardino county, California. No 
minorologlcal formation In the world 
Is more Interesting than this great d«s- 
stcated sea of shining soda situated far 
out on the great Mojave desert, away 
from human habitation, and mag¬ 
nificently safe from commercial en¬ 
croachment. In the pioneer days the 
Government ejected and maintained a 
huge fort on the margin of the lake to 
protect the overland traffic on the fa¬ 
mous Spanish trail, but the oid-ioah- 
loned adobe wall# have fallen and de¬ 
cayed Uke winter drifting leaves. From 
the days of Prof. Blake, who reported 
upon It officially for the United States 
Government In I860, and Gen. Fremont. 
wh*> subsequently examined It, It frit* 
been the project of protnu^M scientific 
Inquiry on the port of mineral ogi cal 
experts* 

Prof. Gilbert B. Bailey, E. M.. Ph. D., 
author of "Saline Deposits of Cali¬ 
fornia*" "Minerals of California," etc., 
w ho recently examined the natural eod i 
deposit# of this vast sequestered *e;i, 
estimates &s hi# opinion thu presence 
of over 900,000 tons of natural sulphat# i 
and carbonate of soda existing on the 
lake per acre. Scientists have told us 
that this great of natural soda was 
caused by the evaporation of a great 
aultne aea at eoino remote geological 
period. Others have told us that the 
<auso of the soda here encountered Is 
because of the chlorine gases of the 
former ecu. being volatHe had been 
driven off. with excess of the Bulphate 
predominating, etc. 

Soda Lake is situated about sixty 
mite# southeast of Daggett, Cal., ami 
about seven miles northwest of the 
£alt Lake railroad at Dulch Station. 
Until the opening of the latter road 
Daggett was It# nearest railroad point. 
It continues to be the nearest railroad 
point where transportation can be se¬ 
cured. If you deelm to walk from Balch 
to the lake tho kindly section man will 
point tho way over the great sand 
dunes from ten to seventy feet high to 
the lake proper, but you will not go. 
You will trudge out. as others have 
done, for half a tulle through the 
heavy hot sand, only to return and in¬ 
quire meekly if ho can flag No. 6 going 
south You aro discouraged, and you 
have a right to be. At nn other place 
does the sand hdow more persistently 
than at Balch, at no other point is there 
a mure typical desert or a place more 
nad or desolate, Balch Is not a pretty 
place; It will tu v i

Your horses are weary when you ar¬ 
rive at tho lake. They have trudged 
through the heavy sands, around and 
over the fearful dunes, and are glad 
to rest. After some effort you reach 
the abandoned adobe ruins of the old 
Government fort at Salt Luke. And 
what a place for prayer and silent med¬ 
itation! One of the grandest, prettiest 
oases on ail the desert. Nestled close 
to Soda Mountain, with two great 
springs of sparkling water, chattering 
over milky waterfalls at the side of 
the hill, with shady mesqultc trees 
spreading their cooling shade like a 
halo over the deserted ruins, tho whole 
scene fills one with admiration. Upon 
the east are the ruins of the greAt old 
fort that has known so much life and 
frivolity In the days that have gone. 
A few feet west Is the raised mound 
of two early pioneers, who have slept 
*'lo these many years." 

Once the settlement rang with a bois¬ 
terous spirit of early Western swag, 
the polished rlfie in the hands of the 
sturdy soldiers Inspired tho timid, a 
dozen adobe houses graced the spot, 
a lookout tower was stationed at the 
brow of the hill, the artillery occupied 
the eastern part of the Inclosuro, a 
huge stone wall protected the settle¬ 
ment from Invasion. But all has 
changed Not a soul, with the excep¬ 
tion of three or four lonely section 
crews, and now and then a telegraph 
operator, lives within forty miles of 
the place. All 19 hushed In etemaJ 
stillness. 

The old Spanish trail on which the 
fort served ns a relay station long ago 
suffered abandonment. Tho stage coach 
with Its vociferous driver no longer 
passes that way. The traveler, tourist 
and man of leisure years ago selected 
another route, and tho crumbled ruin? 
of the ancient adobr only remain to 
4oll the story of the long ago. The 
buildings have tottered and fallen, but 
the vast soda beds remain, as ever, a 
ghostly sheet of white on a starless 
night. To them time has brought no 
change. The same reference that Prof 
Blak* In his explorations and survey 
for a railroad route rrmn th*» Missis¬ 
sippi river to the Pacific coast In 1852 
(Vol. 6. 1853), is as pertinent to-day os 
when uttered a half century ago. There 
are tho same deceptive mirages that 
have led many weary travelers out into 
tho. soothing arms or eternity, and 
which prompted Lieu:. George M. 
Wheeler, of the United States army. 
In his report to the United States War 
Department In 1878, to »ay: "Splendid 
mlntgo* were seen here, which gave the 
distinct portion of the basin the ap¬ 
pearance of a large luke; the illusion 
Is perfect, and tales are told of weary 
and thirsty travelers who have hurried 
down to quench their thirst only to 
he disappointed and meet a horrible 
death." etc. These mirages are as mar¬ 
velous to-day as when recorded by 
Lieut. Wheeler. 


Who can look out upon this great 
plain of soda (extending far beyond tho 
confines of the strong binocular.;) 
without experiencing a profound ad¬ 
miration of the immense cycle of time 
that ensued during 0ils wonderful 
transformation? Soda, soda, nothing 
but soda! For miles you travel, and 
yet It Is soda! And. as If to add to 
the grandeur of the scene, the Mojave 
river, that has wended through 200 
miles of dosert country, here selects 
this great lake as Its final resting place. 
Other streams there are that burst 
forth like a poem from the heart of 
the earth, only to disappear a little 
later, lost forever in the shallow' sand; 
but still no other river has such a 
terminus. Below Afto n . at what Is 
known a# "The Caves." twenty miles 
from Soda Lake, the Mojave river 
flows and sings as merrily and happy 
os the Yuletlde bells. Suddenly It 
disappears in the SAnd and you pause 
to Inquire whero It has gone. Twenty 
miles further, at Soda Lake, it appears 
again, rumbling and prattling as Joy¬ 
ously as when It disappeared at "The 
Caves" Nothing Is known of Its sub¬ 
terranean course. All ttvat can be seen 
is an arid desert, whose soft desolate 
sands stretch ou-t almost, it seems, 
Into lnflrutf* spare. And when K bub¬ 
bles forth at Soda Lake, as though 
ashamed of It# Intrusion, the river dis¬ 
appears again at once in the adobe 
earth and Is lost forever from view. 
Thus a great river with a volume of 
water, in some places sufflcleqt to -ap¬ 
ply all of Southern California, passes 
silently, reverently and beautifully 
away. 

Standing upon the ruins of this 
crumbled fort on a summer evening the 
passing rays of light reflect on the 
soda, giving the appearance of an Im¬ 
mense lake of water. But all Is Il¬ 
lusion. In some places the lake is soft 
and dangerous. The mud beneath the 
soda Is treacherous and mlrey. A 
popular Indian legend relate# that In 
the early fifties a progpectr. with 
two pack-burr©#. was returning from 
Death Valley, laden with precious 
metal. He lost hts *vay upon the 
desert. In his wanderings he came to 
the lake, and In Attempting to cross 
It both burros ©ml prospector were 
burled beneoth the #oft mud nnd lost 
forever. Many expeditions have been 
formed among the Indians to search 
for the missing treasure, but alas, like 
the romance of all traditions, it re 
mains everlastingly lost In the fathom¬ 
less depths of unrovealed mystery. The 
Indian guide will fervently relate to 
you how. King before the invasion of 
the West by the white man, the Mo¬ 
jave#. the Navajos, and other Indian 
tribe# made thetr yearly pilgrimage? 
to this lake, to bathe In the alkali 
water that sparkles forth from the side 
of the mountains, and to gather a por¬ 
tion of the soda for medicinal pur¬ 
poses.

GROWERS PERFECT PLANS. 


Evansville. Ind.. Jan. S.— [Special.]— 
The Ohio river, In some places between 
this city and Cairo, III . Is ten miles 
wide and tho steamboats run through 
cornfields In making their trips up and 
down the river. On# can stand on the 
levee here and see miles and miles of 
overflowed land In Kentucky. 

The river continues to rise here at 
the rate of nearly an Inch an hour, and 
stands about 38.2 feet at 8 o’clock to¬ 
night. It Is expected that the rise will 
continue for three or four days yet. 

Henry H. and George Mann, prom¬ 
inent farmers In Kentucky, living di¬ 
rectly opposite here, were here all day, 
trying to get towboats to remove their 
crop of 15.000 bushels of corn, w'hlch 
they say wilt be entirely lost If the river 
goes much higher. They report a great 
deal of corn In danger. The farmers 
In many localities have been unable to 
gather their corn crop, as they could 
not get laborers. 

• • • 

Water Reaching Cribs. 

Below here there Is a great deal of 
corn gathered in crlbs.but the water Is 
coming up over the cribs, and it Is 
practically certain that a great deal of 
it will be lost. Numerous families on 
both sides of the river are living In 
the upper stories of their hqmes, and 
their stock is stored in bams and sheds 
built on little mounds. 

The waterworks plant, above th# 
city, was completely surrounded by 
water to-day. and workmen were forced 
to come and go to their work In skiffs. 
The coal supply la low, and It will be 
necessary to tow cool out to the plamt. 
The towboat J. B. A. made a trip 
around the waterworks to-day. Re¬ 
ports received by the Courier to-night 
from points along Green river say that 
tho stream Is coming up at a rapid 
rate, and it Is feared the Government 
locks at Spottsvllie and other placed 
will be budly damaged.

Newark. N. J., Jan. 5.—A suit 
brought by George Aw Beling. of Bay¬ 
onne. to have declared illegal the 
merger of tb© American, the Consoli¬ 
dated and the Continental Tobacco 
companies Into the present American 
Tobacco Company, was conditionally 
dismissed by Vic© Chancellor Pitney 
to-day. 

Ruling held 1.300 shAres of 8 per 
cent, preferred stock In the old Ameri¬ 
can Tobacco Company. In the merger 
agreement holders of ait preferred 
stock In the old American nnd the 
other compiinles were forced to take 
for their holdings the 6 per cent, bond* 
of the new 00 mpony. It was Beiing's 
contention that the new company had 
no legal right t© substitute these bonds 
for the old stock without the consent 
of the owners. 

Vice Chancellor Pitney In his opin¬ 
ion suggested that Bering accept 8 
per cant, on hla stock, payable quarter¬ 
ly from the date of the merger to the 
expiration of the charter of the old 
American Tobacco Company, and that 
he then be pnld par for hi# holdings 
If he fall# to accept this relief or 
either of two offers of settlement 
which have been made by the company 
the <x>urt will dismiss the bill of com¬ 
plaint unconditionally. 

The court's decree Is based, to a con¬ 
siderable extent, upon the point that If 
the specific j>erforman^e of the com- 
pl.Unant*# contract should be compell¬ 
ed and the trust dissolved Innilcuable

What Brazil 
needs Is Immigration, nnd former Gov¬ 
ernment# have spared neither money 
nor effort In bringing people from all 
lands. 

**Rlo de Janeiro, the capital of Bra¬ 
zil, hit# approximately 1.000,000 Inhabi¬ 
tant#. and this figure 1# destined to In¬ 
crease rapidly owing to the great Im¬ 
provements which have been Inaugu¬ 
rated and pushed to conclusion during 
the last three years. First in Impor¬ 
tance of these fundamental improve¬ 
ment# is the fight for the complete 
sanitation of the city, which la being 
brought to a successful close.

Steele, 
the man who bears a name identical 
to that found on the name plate of tho 
Philadelphia bomb thrower, left oWmor 
six year sago. At that time he wan 
smooth-shaven, about six feet tall, 
medium dark, with brown eyes, and 
weighed 200 pound*. Vpon hi* remov¬ 
ing to Garner, ten years ago. ho waa 
engaged In drilling woila. Later he 
established a machine shop and. Inci¬ 
dentally, sold patent medicine*, going 
about over the country In an open 
wagon with his wares. Ho was elected 
to tho Town Council of Garner In 1828, 
and In tho following year waa married. 
Three children were born. 

Steele failed tn 1V*9 and removed with 
his family to Chicago, and later on 
to Eastern cities, supposedly Philadel¬ 
phia or Bocotn. Ho was thirty years 
of ago when he left Garner. 

Steele'* wife and family are now said 
to live at 1770 North Ashland avenue. 
Chicago. At Gamer he was known 
a* a quiet. Inoffensive person and n 
good citizen. He has relatives living 
there, who have from time to time 
had letter* from him, none of which 
Indicated anything peculiar about tho 
man. Hi* father, now dead, was an 
active Socialist.

BOTH GOVERNORS BUST ON 
THEIR MESSAGES. 


APPOINTMENTS DECIDED ON. 



Nashville, Tcnn., Jan. 5.—[Special.] 
—The fact that the Fifty-fifth w^on 
Jf the General Assembly of Tennessee 
rill convene on Monday la emphasized 
by the scenes In the hotel lobbies to¬ 
night Nearly all of the 133 member* 
were In town to-night, and to these 
must be added all the big guns of the 
Democratic party and a great horde of 
Kekers after office under the legisla¬ 
ture or under Gov. Patterson’s admin- 
tetretlon. The several candidates to r 
Speaker of the Senate and House are 
keeping open house at the Maxwell or 
fnkih* Hotels, and the rooms of the 
more promising candidates have been 
lammed all day. 

There are five candidates for Speaker 
of the Senate, but the race seems to 
be between E. G. Tblbext, of Cumber¬ 
land county, and J. J. Bean, of Moore, 
with the former’s prospects the bright¬ 
est. In the House. Man*, of David¬ 
son; Gord on, of Dyer, and Cunning¬ 
ham. of Montgomery, are the leaders, 
although there are four or five other 
announced candidates who seem to 
think they have a chance. There Is 
some prospect of a deadlock between 
the leaders, and then some one of the 
others or a dark horse may have a 
chance. 

• • • 

Considerable Maneuvering. 









There la considerable maneuvering 
over these speakerships, as on the se¬ 
lections depends more or loss the Inter¬ 
ests of some big enterprises. For this 
rea-wi the Legislators who are not 
candidates are being handshake™ by 
other than candidates. Tho liquor, 
railway and insurance Interests are all 
vltally Interested in the choice, ami 
they are keeping in ertremely dose 
touch with the situation. Strangs to 
say. and contrary to the custom in 
former days, neither of the Interests 
named is seeking anything from the 
Legislature. 

What they are trying to ward off Is 
annoying legislation hatched by their 
enemies. The insurance interests are 
going to have a hard fight, but the 
Whisky men will likely only lose three 
or four more small towns, and they 
are resigned to this. But they fieel 
they must watch any movement look¬ 
ing to the extension of the Adama law 
to the whole State.

Democratic Caucuses. 


The Democratic caucuses for the se¬ 
lection of officers in each house have 
been called for 10 o'clock Monday morn¬ 
ing, and tt is possible organisation will 
be affected on Tuesday In both houses. 
Gov. Cox Is at work on his farewell 
message, and Gov.-eleOi Patterson, who 
arrived from Memphis on Thursday, Is 
also blocking out his inaugural address 
and message. The Inauguration will 
take place about January 16. 

Memphis will send a large delegation, 
composed of prominent men and wom¬ 
en. and an effort will also be made to 
bring prominent people from other 
towns. Patterson’s friends want to 
make U a gala occasion. The pass 
question, however, is bothering the fel¬ 
lows who want to have their friends 
visit the Capitol this winter. 

Tho railroads are Issuing favor to 
the members of the Legislature, but 
they arc mK Inclined to grant favors 
to Tom. Dick nnd Auntie merely to 
please the so Ions. There is an on ta¬ 
rsi! way pass plank in tho Democratic 
State platform, but this will not pre¬ 
vent the members from riding free. 
No legislation In accordance wirh that 
plank Is likely to receive sanction, al¬

TWO DEATHS RESULT FROM TY¬ 
PHOID FEVER. 


HIGH SCHOOL BOY VICTIM. 


The New Albany Board of Public 
Wroks. at tho mending of that body yes¬ 
terday morning, npointed L. T. Brad¬ 
ford inspector to supervise the work 
of remedying tin* defect* In the sewer 
system, which will begin to-morrow. 
The work will start with the rebuild¬ 
ing of two blocks of the sewer on East 
Oak street, between State and Bank, 
where the pipe win be laid In con¬ 
crete. Mr. Bradford will report doily 
progress as to the work, with a fuH 
report to tho Board of Public Works 
at the completion. He 1* authorised 
to call upon City Engineer S. T. Mann 
for advice and Assistance, should he 
deem such a course necessary. 

A resolution was adopted by the 
board accepting the assessment rolls 
for the brick alley Improvement be¬ 
tween West Fifth and Sixth. Market 
and Sirring streets and for the im¬ 
provement of Vincennes street. The 
improvement of this street is over a 
nttle In length and • ie cost aggre¬ 
gate* $59,000, being $^17 a* front foot 
on each aide of the thoroughfare. On 
motion of Mr. Strack. a resolution was 
adopted providing that when the 5faln- 
strecl improvement is inspected, which 
wHl probably be In a few days, the 
city Is to have an expert present at 
the Inspection, together with the city 
engineer, and It also provided that the 
Barber Asphalt Company, the contrac¬ 
tor. send a representative to the In¬ 
spection. 

Tho board allowed Theodore Hart¬ 
man, The expert who had charge of 
the Inspection of tho sewer system, 
$140 additional for hi* service*. The 
Inspection has already cost the city 
S 1,040 for the service# of the expert 
and his assistants and nn additional 
$500 will have to be paid before the 
work Is completed. A claim of Frank 
Fougerousee for seating curbing was 
ordered paid and the City Attorney 
was directed to collect the amount 
from property owners liable for the 
work. 5Uyor Best was Instructed to 
contract for the removal of dead ani¬ 
mals and th* City Clerk was directed 
u> advertise for two carloads of hax 
for the ftro and street departmer* 
horses.

Grim Reminder of Failure ol 
State Ownership. 


INDIANA SUFFERS LOSS OF 
MANY MILLIONS. 


DEMOCRATS WANT TARIFF RE¬ 
FORM MADE ISSUE. 


TIRED OF ISMS AND OTHERS. 


IiuManapoHs, Jan. 5 .—[Special.]— I 

Leading Democrat* of the State axe ex¬ 
pressing a hope that the Democratic 
Senator* and Representatives In the 
Legislature will take some action be¬ 
fore the adjournment that will Indicate 
the sentiment of the party on questions 
that. In all probability, will come be¬ 
fore the national convention In 1908. It 
Is urged that the sixty Senators and 
representatives, coming directly from 
the people, arc well qualified to make 
suggestions \o the party In advance of 
tho assembling of the conventions, and 
If they would make a declaration re- 
gartUng pending Issues it might do 
much Ui the way of making a har¬ 
mony basis for the national campaign. 

It Is said in this oonnactlon that a 
majority of the Democrats elected to 
the Legislature aro in favor of making 
tariff reform the leading issue In the 
next campaign and of abandoning the 
liniB" of later years entirely, classing 
smoqg the latter tree silver, denuncia¬ 
tion of courts and ownership and oper- 
ayon of railroads by the General Gov¬ 
ernment. 

.Some of the representatives from 
Northern Indiana are specially inter¬ 
ested in such a declaration because, as 
they eay, the party must be brought I 
bock to first principals or many of its | 
influential members will be found seek¬ 
ing new political alignments. They do- j 
clare that Indiana has the distinction j 
of being tho first to name Bryan as 
the party candidate for 1908. and that 
he ought to be willing to listen to the 
Indiana party, for ho must know that 
its voice is the voice of a friend, and 
they add that they have at their very 
doors an object lesson which Bryan 
could study with profit, and if ho oould 
see the situation as It appears to them 
he would r»t insist that the party 
make any declaration regarding Gov¬ 
ernment ownership of railroads, either 
present or future.

Canal Memento of Test. 


For forty miles along the Wabahh 
river an electric line Is daily carrying 
hundreds of passengers between Peru 
and Ft. Wayne. Within a few feet of 
the roadbed, which is built on the old 
lowpath. is the abandoned site of tho 
Wabash and Erie canal, now nearly 
filled up. on which no boat was ever 
floated. The venture of which this canal 
was a part cost the State about 17,000,- 
000 and never profited It one cent. This 
Is the object lesson which, it Is said. 
Bryan could profitably study, and there 
Is little doubt but it represents one of 
the most Interesting series of events 
that ever occurred In Indiana, albeit 
the most costly. 

The Internal Improvement act of 
1836 provided for 1.5*7 miles of turn¬ 
pike. railroads and canals. It had been 
provided In the enabling act, when In¬ 
diana was admitted to the Union, that 
6 per cent, of all kales of public lands 
should constitute a fund for roads and 
canals, but there was little of this 
money on hand when the Improvement 
act was passed. The scheme was a 
large one. Thoro was to be a Central 
canal, crossing the State from north¬ 
east to southwest; the Whitewater 
canal, with connection by canal or rail 
with the Central; extension of the Wa¬ 
bash and Krte canal Trom the Tlppe- 
ec&no river to Terro Haute, with con¬ 
nection to tho Central canal; a rail¬ 
road from Madison to Lafayette; a 
macadamized turnpike from New Al¬ 
bany to Vincennes; a railroad or turn¬ 
pike from Jeffersonville to Cmwfnrds- 
vllle; the removal of obstructions In 
the Wabash below Vincennes, and a 
canal or railroad connecting the Wa¬ 
bash and Erie canal with Lake Michi¬ 
gan. 

• • • 

Millions Sank In Ditches*. 


Work on three various enterprises! 
was begun aX once, but in five years 
the State's credit was exhausted, the 
interest on its debt was defaulted, and 
It was plain that the works could not j 
be completed. In 1641 the Legislature j 
passed an act turning over to any prl- | 
vate companies that would complete j 
thorn, all tho canals, railroads and turn¬ 
pikes except the Wabash and Erie, 
which It was hoped to complete as &| 
Bpvte work. Congress came to the aid 
<»/ the .Stale with a land grant in 1841, 
and another In 1846. but these availed ] 
nothing, for the returns from the fin¬ 
ished paxt of the canal were so meager 
that they did not pay Interest on the 
bonds. A proposition to take the oanal 
with the land grants for haJf of the 
Improvement bond debt was accepted 
by the Legislature, but It was never 
completed. When the bubble finally 
burst, Indiana had 463 miles of aban¬ 
doned canals that had cost a total of 
$7,726,262. 

it Is on the old towpath of the Wa¬ 
bash and Erie canal that the Fort 
Wayne and Wabash Valley Traction 
Line Is dally earning hundreds of 
mutagen*. On one side flaws the Wa¬ 
bash river, and on the other is the 
long-ago abandoned canal bed. Here 
and tb^re are pools of water, but In 
many places, the place whi*re men toll¬ 
ed and dreamed of a great Inland traf¬ 
fic by water Is marked only by a slight 
depression of the eaxth, which Is over¬ 
grown with gross and weeds 

Democrats claim to see in the Indi¬ 
vidual enterprise that has built the 
traction line and operates hourly cars 
betw*H«n a half dozen progressive cities 
and the abandoned canal bed nearby 
an object lesson that every Govern¬ 
ment ownership theorist could study 
with profit to himself and his country*.

At the beginning of the New Year 
churchmen of oil religious bodies are 
looking forward in the consideration of 
large plans which are to influence the 
churches during the twelvemonth, and 
also studying the religious movements 
of the year Just closed, to find wherein 
Influences are to continue and what 
new movement* are calling for support. 
Nineteen hundred and six was an 
eventful year for the churches along 
several Unas. Notably these were the 
awakening of the laymen of the 
church, s to realised responsibility and 
endeavor, the Impetus which church 
union and federation movements re¬ 
ceived. the arousing of a new Interest 
n missions, home and foreign, and the 
Increase In definite evangelistic effort. 
All these promise to be keynotes of re¬ 
ligious advance In America during 1907, 
BJ»d it is especially along these lines 
that church leaders ore working. 

Leaders say that there has never 
been in this country so widespread and 
definite a movement among the lay¬ 
men of the churches a* at the present 
time, a feature of this movement Is 
referred to as a new attitude taken by 
the laity toward the clergy. The lay¬ 
men look to the ministers for ssdritual 
leadership, but they are taking up for 
themselves the direction of secular and 
material phases of Christian work. In¬ 
cluding church support and the maln- 
tenatico of missionary effort. This is 
true of pmctlcdlly ail the men's or¬ 
ganisations newly formed, as distin¬ 
guished from older organisations like 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew In the 
Episcopal Church, the Brotherl>ood of 
Andrew and Philip, an Interdenomina¬ 
tional organisation; the Wesley and SL 
Paul Brotherhoods In the Methodist 
Church, and other* which are doing In¬ 
creasingly successful work along splr- 
*—i lines.

execution. & courtyard within the 
prison walls, on the morning of his 
doom. Fear had made him a mad¬ 
man after he had exhausted every 
trick and artifice to delay execution 
of the JudgmenL His wild cries and 
ravings resounded through the prison 
when at last he was pushed into the 
presence of the Judges, newspapermen 
and executioners. Only when the 
Chief Judge showed to him the Kais¬ 
er’s signature on the death warrant, 
I he declared that he would give up the 
I tight and begged to. be allowed to die 
without the straight Jacket. The rt- 
1 quest was granted. 

All persons present except the sol¬ 
diers and police were ghrbed In even¬ 
ing dress, by command. aAd the sev¬ 
eral tables for the Judge, the execu¬ 
tioner’s utensils and the newspaper 
men were draped In black. The bench, 
acting as the ‘•block,’* however, wa» 
crimson colored, having received a 
new coat of red paint the day before. 

The executioner, too. wore evening 
dress with a paper dickey In place of 
a "biled" shlrL He also had on white 
kid gloves, of which he made consid¬ 
erable show*. The executioner took the 
death warrant with a deop bow. read 
It carefully and placed It in a red map. 
A moment later h!s three assistants 
grabed Henning, pushed him before the 
block and knocked his feet from under 
him. At the same time they forced 
his head on the block, and at the mo¬ 
ment the sun rose the executioner's 
silvery hatchet whlxsed through the 
air. The head was severed by the 
first blow. 


INHERITED MADNESS. 


Servia Determined Not To Let the 
Crown Prince Reign. 

[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal ] 
Belgrade, Dec. 28.—A well-known 
alienist who came here from P/kris to 
look Into the mental state of the Crown 
Prince and decide whether he la really 
a degenerate or an out and out lunatic 
that ought to be put in a straight Jack- 
et. told your correspondent that His 
Royal Highness "certainly comes legit¬ 
imately to his murderous impulses.” 

"In proof It Is but necessary’ to delvo 
somewhat Into the history of the royal 
family,’* he continued.

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Ohio River Water PoweT. 

Every once in a while someone pro- 
lapses a scheme to utilise the water 
Jpirer of the folia of the OhAo at thta 
blace and reflects upon the lack of en¬ 
terprise which has permitted such great 
Natural advantages to bo so long neg¬ 
lected. Occasionally schemes for such 
in undertaking have been projected and 
Companies well advanced toward the 
to-nmencement of operations, when the 
project would be abandoned until the 
text speculator or enthusiast would put 
In on appearance. The explanation, 
both of the projection and subsequent 
abandonment of such projects Is very 
Umple. When the river is at a normal 
Itage the force of the current and the 
Inll of the water from the head to the 
loot of the rapids, a distance of some¬ 
what over a mile, are so »uggostlve of 
power that it Is vary natural that one 
mould be surprised to see such waste 
pf propulsive force and be struck with 
lb* apparent want of enterprise which 
phould neglect to utilise it But s little 

vestIgation or reflection will soon c'm- 
Plnce an intelligent person that the 
failure to harness this forco of nature 
|or practical purposes has not been the 
fesult of want of enterprise in the Ken¬ 
tuckian, but of the peculiar natural 
pond It Ions which render it Impractic¬ 
able. 

If the total fall of the river from the 
|iead to the foot of the rapids, about 
fcwenty-nlne feet, was concentrated In 
Pie form of a cataract there would be 
lo difficulty In making Its power avail¬ 
able. because it would be stable and 
rary only In volume. But the fail being 
n the shape of rapids, varies with the 
Itage of the river. At a normal stage 
ft Is ample for propelling as much ma¬ 
chinery as could be placed upon its 
banks. But power for manufactories 
tr for the more modern use In the gwn- 
jration of electricity must be constant, 
tnd the fact that this Is not so Is the 
trao reason why the water of the falls 
las not been utilised for the many pur- 
poses for which It would be adapted If 
k were equable or capable of continued 
ftse. 

In explaining that the uso of water 
power of the falls is not practical for 
Pie reason that It Is not constant, one 
nay Infer that this may be caused by 
Irouth or lack of sufficient supply at 
llmee. This, however, is not the trouble, 
but U arises from the opposite cause— 
sn excess of water In time of freshets. 
4s the stream swells and the volume 
sf water on Lho falls Increases, Us 
power Is decreased until when there is 
twelve feet of water at the head of the 
falls there Is practically no fall or 
iwllablo water power. The rapids dis¬ 
appear and the river at that point be¬ 
comes as smooth and as easily navi¬ 
gable for ascending boats as It Is a 
mile shove or In any other part of Its 
•ourse. 

As these variations In the river occur 
more or less frequently during the year, 
the Interruption in the operation of 
machinery by this suspension of power 
would make its use Impracticable. Ob- 
pervatlon for a long series of years has 
lomonetrated that the annual average 
if days at which high water sufficient to 
buspern! power prevails la about sixty, 
which Is sufficient to render Us use im¬ 
practicable At one time It wax proposed 
h> utilise the power of the falls, among 
ether purposes, for generating elec tric¬ 
ky to operate tho trolley hues of Louie, 
rllle, Cincinnati and Indianapolis, with 
provision also for various kinds of 
manufacture. But when this suspen¬ 
sion of power was suggested the Im¬ 
practicability of the scheme was at 
once apparent. Even were not the 
hiatus us long ns stated. If it did not 
Involve a suspension of power for more 
than a week, the expense of providing 
fiber power for the Interim would more 
lhan overbalance any benefit In the use 
sf water power. 

The water ">wer of the falls was 
fsgarded by the founders of Louisville 
t* one of the advantage!, of Its location. 


and early In tbo last century a large 
merchant flouring mill was erected at 
Shlpplngport, on the falls, now a inert 
of Louisville. But after having been 
operated for some years it ceased to 
be profitable from the suspension of 
power and the overflow consequent 
upon Che freshets. A similar condition 
developed upon the construction of a 
mill for the manufacture of binder 
twine at the lock on the Kentucky riv¬ 
er. near Frankfort, about thirty years 
ago. The State leased the power to a 
local company for 100 years at a nom¬ 
inal sum, and a mill was erected, and 
during ordinary stage of water was 
very successful. But with recurring 
freshets and suspensions the company 
found It neoessary to Install steam ma¬ 
chinery to operate the mill In these 
high-water periods, requiring a plant of 
sufficient capacity to run it continu¬ 
ously, A similar provision would have 
to be made for every mill or manu¬ 
factory erected along the falls to Insure 
continuous operation. 

The Ohio river offers now s valu¬ 
able object lesson to anyone who will 
pay a visit to It and view its smooth 
stream as U pass os over the fails, which 
in ordinary stages present such pic¬ 
turesque rap I da, with the suggestion of 
negleoted water power. An inspection 
of the situation by those who period¬ 
ically propose to exploit some scheme 
for the utilisation of this power will 
soon load to the abandonment of such 
project* 


The Channel Tunnel. 

There Is an nimated dleousslon in 
England and France over the propo¬ 
sition to connect the two countries by 
a tunnel under the English Channel, In 
which a railway would bo constructed. 
It is proposed that the bore sh-Jl ex¬ 
tend from Dover, In England, to 8an- 
g&tto, near Calais, in France, to be 
thirty miles long; three miles for each 
approach and twenty-four miles under 
the water. The cost la estimated at $90,- 
000.000. Like most estimates made In 
advance, it Is probably too low. but the 
chief controversy Is not over the cost, 
which Is proposed to be equally di¬ 
vided between England and Franc* It 
Is figured that l.SOO.OOO passwngers 
would pass through the tunnel annu¬ 
ally, and that Is more than 9 per cent, 
on the investment. Of course, any ex¬ 
cess of cost would reduce the returns 
to oapltal, but even should U pay half 
the estimate, tt would doubtless be suc¬ 
cessful if It were a mere question of 
raising the money. There Is, however, 
the preliminary questlofi of getting the 
consent of tho two nations. 

It Is well known that Fronoe Is a 
great military nation, while Great 
Britain ranks as the greatest of naval 
Power* France also has a large navy, 
but it Is so far Inferior to that of 
Great Britain that no comparison Is 
necessary. Great Britain, however, has 
a comparatively small army, and only 
a small part of it Is available under 
ordinary conditions for homo defense. 
It is admitted that If the French army 
could be landed on the shores of Eng¬ 
land nothing could prevent It from 
going to London and taking posses¬ 
sion of tho CapttoL But the theory 
Is that the British navy Is so power¬ 
ful that no foreign army could be 
landed In sufficient numbers to be dan¬ 
gerous. The transports and the war 
vessels sent with them would be sunk 
on the way by the powerful British 
navy. For many years the navy has 
been considered as the safeguard of 
England, and while there have been 
projects for strengthening the home de¬ 
fenses also, the chief rellanoo continues 
to be placed in the warships, and 
their number has been increased from 
time to time by liberal provisions In 
the budgets. 

Such being the condition of the two 
peoples, it Is not surprising that the 
new project should And Its warmest 
opposition in England. Many of tho 
people there think that the connection 
of the two countries by railway would 
mean a French invasion. To this It Is 
answered that it would not be diffi¬ 
cult to make arrangements for blow¬ 
ing up or drowning an Invading army. 
On the occurrence of war the tunnel 
could at once bo put out of business, 
or means taken to destroy the In¬ 
vaders os soon as they emerged. But 
the people of England, secure, os they 
think, in their isolation, are reluotont 
to take chances of that kind. These 
schemes for defense against an inva¬ 
sion by the tunnel might miscarry, and 
then everything would be lost. After 
having spent fabulous sums in creating 
the greatest navy on earth, they look 
with much suspicion upon a scheme 
which might In effect put it out of 
business so far as guarding the country 
Is concerned. With railroad communi¬ 
cation with France, the country would 
cense to be insular in many respects, 
and would have to adopt new methods, 
of the value of which the people are 
doubtful. 

There may be some hesitation, and 
doubtless there Is, to putting opposition 
upon the sole ground of fear 
of European armies. At any rate. 
<rther objections are made to the tun¬ 
nel project. A Cabinet member Is 
quoted as saying that ho fears that 
the national character would be grave¬ 
ly altered by more frequent communi¬ 
cation with The continent, which seems 
rather absurd in view of the largo 
travel that has always existed and the 
cosmopolitism character of the popula¬ 
tion of London. It Is urged by others 
that the railroad would bring foreign 
Ideas as well os foreign passengers, 
though the rood for such ideas has 
long been open and much frequented. 
Business me* also say that the tun¬ 
nel and railway would ruin the trade 
of the owners of ships that ply be¬ 
tween the coasts. There is. of course, 
something In this, but It Is answered 
by the familiar Illustration of the ef¬ 
fects of railroads upon ox-carts and 
other slow modes of conveyance. It la 
hardly to be pretended that the prog¬ 
ress of the country and the eofiven- 
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lence of the masses must be absolutely 
subordinate lo the interests of a slower 
mode of conveyance. There would, 
however, still be a demand for stupe, 
and it Is not reasonable to expect that 
their business would be much curtail¬ 
ed. Tho British War Office opposes 
the project because It would be Impos¬ 
sible to be sure of the destruction of 
the tunnel in cose of war, and this Is 
undoubtedly tho chief consideration. 

Before -the tunnel could be com¬ 
pleted It would be possible to put 
Great Briralu in a better stats of de¬ 
fense by largely augmenting the 
military power of the country. But 
here comes in another powerful ground 
of objection. The subject ol Increas¬ 
ing the army has already been con¬ 
sidered. and with ft the quesUon of 
consumption. There la no doubt that 
many military men are in favor of ft, 
but they ore afraid to say so bocause 
the feeling against it In the country 
is so strong. France has the conscrip¬ 
tion system already, and so has no 
fears on that score, while In England 
ths feeling against It Is Intense. The 
newspapers opposed to the tunnel pro¬ 
ject are telling their readers that Its 
acceptance would inevitably load to a 
general conserttptioi* and there fe no 
doubt that It would furnish a powerful 
argument In favor of that policy. So 
the prospects of the tunnel railway are 
not at present very' bright. The pro¬ 
moters, however, ore not discouraged 
and say that It is bound to come, be¬ 
cause tt Is the logic of human evolu¬ 
tion. but they admit that It may have 
to wait for a new generation ef Eng¬ 
lishmen.

Dost com¬ 
prehend further tho doctrine that tt 
Is not a burden to tax-payers when the 
money squandered is money they have 
already paid into the treasury?

Says Exhibition Will Be the Greatest 
Peace Congress Ever As¬ 
sembled. 


Norfolk. Va. Jan. 6.—Th© protest by

A.l the 
concordat# have been for nothing but 
compacts wdth the *tat© whereby the 
church supported the state in return 
for specific material advantage*.

Whether you Kilect your coat for rough 
morning wear. afternoon calling, or 
evening social events. It Is long, rather 
straight of line and possessed of bji air 
of oomfort and ease that w*e have not 
seen tn coats and cloaks for many a 
season. As the winter ndvanc.s. droop¬ 
ing lines become more and more In evi¬ 
dence, and the Chinese sleeve, partic¬ 
ularly on evening wraps, g.ves a dol¬ 
man-look to outer raiment. 

This Is peculiarly the month of bar¬ 
gain saJea In both ooats and materials, 
but It will pay the home-dressmaker 
to select Inconspicuous fabrics and 
inodes, which will carry over for nn* 
ether season. As one good man ger 
In a houseful of daughters remarked: 
*There Is great oomfort and economy 
for a mother In the long, loose cotL 
It can always be made over in half a 
dozen ways another season. But the 
abort coat cannot be let down or trans¬ 
formed in any way into the long 
Wrap.’* 

Therefore, let us hall the advent of 
the long coat as a household economy, 
to say nothing of affording midwinter 

comfort.

If you can have but one afternoon 
and evening coat combined, use black, 
white, tan or gray, never one of the 
more striking colors, such as red. blue 
or pink.

I N the first lesson we discussed the 
various shampoo mixtures. Hav¬ 
ing decided which mixtures will 
secure best results, a cording t» 
the. oil or lack of oil In your hair, pre¬ 
pare f«T the shampooing process by 
gathering up the following articles: A 
number of soft towels which you 
should warm to hasten the procoaa of 
drying: a scalp brush, which Is not un¬ 
like an old-faslilorved nail brush, but a 
tr fl larger; a rulb-r tub? with a epray 
nxxle if you have running water, or a 
mug for dashing the water over the 
hair if you have no running water; a 
liberal quantity cf both hot and cold 
w ater at hand. 

Always ch«<«s© a dry, sunshiny day 
for shampooing, as the hair will then 
dry more quickly and you will avoid 
colds. If possible dry the hair where 
the sunlight will strike It. 

First take every snarl out of the hair 
and part It In the middle. The sham¬ 
poo mixture may be applied In one of 
two ways. If (t la a cream or pomade, 
you can dip the baits of the fingers 
In It and apply It thus to the scalp. If 
It Is a liquid shampoo, fill a small bowl

the arm well over the head, with the 
handle of the brush turned up. Then 
the water will not run down your arm. 

When the entire scalp has been 
scrubbed, twist the hair In a loose knot 
on the top of the head and holding U 
there with the left hand scrub all 
around ‘he edge of the sculp, above the 
forehead, over the ears and at the neck 
wt:h the btu«h.

Nffr did I ever learn to like a 
queer broth based upon rip© rose-pips. 
They were pound* d lino and cooked In 
weak stock, and a few whole pips, cook¬ 
ed tender, were l«-ft to float upon th# 
surface of each plateful. 

TIIE MEAT COURSE 

With meat courses are served potatoes 
and ono other vegetab.o. 

Th© meat may perhaps bs a roast, 
sometimes seasoned with onions. Heed¬ 
less raisins are roasted with besf or 
they or© added to th© gravy. 

Then there is the much-loved **Hason- 
brattvn,** or wild har©. larded with 
bacon and roasted. Again It may be 
*Hauerbtatten,“ or a pot roast laid down 
in spiced vinegar for several days be¬ 
forehand. then roasted and dlshrd with 
a gravy of ths spiced vinegar and 
browned Juices. 

Around the "Hauerbratten** are dlstied 

Kloeae.'* or potato bails, mashed 
i ntators moulded around small blocks 
if toast and fried in ut»*r "Pfeffer- 
kuchen.** u sort of gingerbread, is also 
cut In pieces and used io th* gravy to 
thicken It. 

A favorite dish for Sunday dinner la 
s large cabbage parboil# ! and cooled 
before the centre is removed and Ailed 
with o finely chopped raw moat. Then 
It Is boiled in a cloth so that It keeps 
Its shape. It Is sliced Into wedge- 
shaped pieces at the table.

No German woman would allow a 
culler lo be In hsr home ten minutes 
without pressing upou her something 
to eat. This form or hosnltsllty la not 
so onerous ns It sounds, for tn addition 
to u well-stocked larder one can send 
out th© timid with a little plats and get. 
freshly cut. a balf-doxen varieties or 
bvnutlfally sliced meat, every kind of 
cake and lart. and for 10 cents enough 
cream ready whipped for half a doxen 
people.

The last even more than the first re¬ 
quire* experience, and It Is experience 
that must be mostly self gained, but 
your mother can help you a lot If you 
will let her. 1 guess l*v# s*ld more 
than you want to read about spending 
and mighty little about saving. There 
Isr. t much to say about saving. As old 
John Fh'rman said about specie pay¬ 
ments, "the only way to resume Is to 
resume.” So with saving—the only 
way to save la to *ave« Don t stint. 
There Is a broad difference between 
stinginess and economy. Dress as 
prettily and os stylishly as you con; 
have nil the comforts and luxuries you 
van properly afiOreL but keep within 
y.^ur allowance, and always aim to 
have a margin at th© ©nd of th* wreek. 

Whether It s big or little, have a mar¬ 
gin. and then you are always on tne 
r.af© side, also the saving side. Put the

N EW YORK. Jan. 4.—Two wholly 
farcical play* that whirled into 
Now York on New Year's eve, 
had realistic •‘effects" that they 
didn't need.

■bower in “Caught In the Rain/* are 
■xnong the most widely discussed of re- 
oent stage spectacles; yet they con¬ 
tribute nothing to the fun of the plays 
In which they figure, and the former 
and more extraordinary illusion might 
be said to rather stem the tide of 
merriment. It took five authors and as 
many more Intimately interested od- 
visers to make a play out of the vastly 
popular novel of '•Brewster's Mil ions. " 
Frederick Thompson saw at first rend¬ 
ing of George Barr McCutcheon's story 
of a man who had to spend every cent 
of a million dollars in one year In 
order to inherit seven times that sum. 
an opportunity for an extraordinary 
presentation of a yacht In a storm, 
and set to work to build a play around 
It Finding that a little out of his 
line, be employed a well-known Ameri¬ 
can dramatist to do the J »b. and though 
his name does not figure on the pro¬ 
gramme, It Is fair to assume that some 
of his work appears on the stage. The 
making of the farce is credited wholly 
to Winchell Smith and Byron Ongley. 
rather Inconspicuous actors who are 
hew at play writing. Just how much 
of the piece is thelr'a Is not so much 
to the point as the fact that any share 
in the making of a play so merrily 
diverting Is creditable.

But a sort of plauslbllitv 1» given to 
the condition In the second will and a 
sentimental reason to his compliance 
with it by the explanation that the first 
money comes from a grandfather, who 
hnd denied its aid to the young man's 
needy mother before her pitiful death; 
while the seven millions comes from a 
recently enriched uncle, who reaent* d 
the dead old man's hardness to his 
daughter, and requires that none of his 
money shall benefit that poor woman's 
son. 

Edward Abeles Is the actor, long In 
other players' companies, who emerges 
as a star in "Brewster's Millions," and 
the cordial ado made over him on the 
first night reached the point of cheers 
before his performance was half over. 
In many plays he has helped W’llllatn 
Collier to success, giving a contrast of 
earnest, oonvlnclng seriousness to that 
wag's irresponsible high Jinks. But on 
this night when Collier. In a n-w play 
at another theater was dividing atten¬ 
tion with his former associate. Abrles 
was doing his sort of thing, and doing 
it wonderfully well. It Is a difficult 
thing, after an act of Incessant laugh¬ 
ter, to bring the curtain down with 
one line or incident enough funnier 
than those that have gone before to 
exoltc a final roar. In one of the 
farces In which they acted together, 
they were on the stage at the end, and 
desired to finish the fun with an up¬ 
roarious yell of mirth. They couldn't 
be sure Just what line would create 
that, so they planned to talk on and 
on. after the plot had been wound up, 
and when the audience laughed its 
loudest, to give the wink to the wait¬ 
ing stage manager to drop the cur¬ 
tain quickly and sharp. I don’t know 
whether Abeles os his ten authors 
worked that way with "Brewster's Mil¬ 
lions" before it reached New York, but 
by the apparently simple means of 
Hnes In Just the right place and of 
Abeles* method of speaking them, each 
act of the farce ended with enough 
fun to keep the spectators tittering 
throughout the Intermissions.

How "Tho Hoad to Yesterday" got 
on the stage I don't know and cannot 
Imagine, for dream plays are under 
managers' taboo, women are disfavored 
as dramatists, and the subject of this 
work is its heroine's nightmare, while 
Its writers, programmed as B. M. Dix 
and E. O. Sutherland, have Beulah aud 
Evelyn for first names. These angels 
have rushed In where male mortals 
fear to tread, and mode a drum a on 
metempsychosis. An American girl, 
tired out by a day of sightseeing 
among London's antiquities, and In the 
evening oue of an assemblage in an 
artist's studio, where medieval cos¬ 
tumes and armor are on view, talks 
about that old psychological vagary, 
the transmigration and reincarnation 
of souls. She Is In a psychic state of 
nerves, and of pain in the stomach, too. 
for she lias eaten unduly of Cheshire 
cheese. She fanclea vaguely that some 
trivial new happenings are duplicates 
of old ones—that she has seen and 
heard the same things in other circum¬ 
stances— >x>u know the weirdly haunt¬ 
ing sensation. 8he takes a nar¬ 
cotic, lies down for an hour's nap. and 
dreams herself back along “the road to 
yesterday" until her soul Is In the body 
which It occupied three centuries ago. 

You perceive, don't you. that "The 
Road to Yesterday" la a phantasy, 
quite Impossible as a play of normal 
emotions, and dependent upon the dif¬ 
ficult writing of an easily concocted 
scenario? Its nightmare half, the mid¬ 
dle two acts, is romantic melodrama 
streaked with wit aud spattered with 
humor. The actress chosen for the 
dreamer la the wide-eyad and child- 
voiced Minnie Dupree, and she be- 
hnvea In mid-England scenes of 1603 
like another bewildered Alice in Won¬ 
derland. She Is confusedly conscious 
that she la asleep, but she can't wake 
lip, and slowly she believes that fche 
*»an become the long-ago predecessor 
of herself—a fair ladye of ye Seven¬ 
teenth century, grievously beset by a 
cruel lord, who kidnaps her to his cas¬ 
tle and makes her a woeful bride In 
her direct misadventures sho is J«iy»*d 
by being on old-time heroine of n sen¬ 
timental romnnee in which her com¬ 
panions of the . , *:udIo hnve their souls 
sm nw.iv back Into b« ; rs of the same 
lime and piece. Fun cur*.*.*© if contrast- 
lng the girls modern Individuality 
with her fftr-awny. bygone environment 
and the sehorve of the piny entries a 
travesty of uUrn-romanilc flctfnn, yet 
more and more the nightmare <©*- ©a»*« 
nest, until her yeornan lover, who has 
first along fallen short .»f her M»n! of 
a born gentleman Kero, rises grandly to 
the occasion of rescuing her from her 
lordly abductor and 1>* dead at her 
feet, slain for love nf her. Th©r «he 
wakes up and encounters him In n vis¬ 
itor at the studio. This Is a whlnmtc- 
ally extraordinary pity. Will If live 
and prosper? How can I tell when ft 
is btit four days old** It seamed lusty 
at birth

The play which William Collier a id 
Giant Htewart have written for Collier 
to star-act In is so inconsequent hi 1,

vided for him. This farce happened in 
this way: Collier was playing across 
America on the route to Austral! i. In 
his company was Grant Stewart, not 
much or an actor, but a facile writer 
of humorous sketches. In Denver they 
saw a girl caught by a sudden shower. 
She didn't mind the rain much, ns an 
awning gave her shelter, and she was 
a duck of a girl, anyway; nor (lid the 
dangerous lightning scare her, for was 
not she accustomed to electrical Illu¬ 
mination? But with Illogical feminity 
she was terrified by the harmless thun¬ 
der. A young man came along. Per¬ 
haps It was one of the actors, but prob¬ 
ably it was not. for he was inclined to 
be bashful, and ran away, when the 
*! rl .T* p,>t ut ,Uc * n heroine by a 

vivid llnsh of lightning, and made an 
emotional actress by a deafening clap 
of thunder—seized upon the stranger 
and Implored him to save her. 

"There's the play we've been talking 
about," said C'oMlor to Stewart, or 
mebbe it was Stewart said It to Col¬ 
lier. for I am gu«*»*lng at the details 
But there was the start and ‘he title 
of "Caught In the Rain." The Inci¬ 
dent is set forth with street commotion 
or halted by the show f er. the natural 
phenomena imitated finely, real water 
dripping from the front skv border, 
and the encounter of Willie Collier 
and Nanette Comstock taking place 
with humid Illusion 

The comedy u'hloh thus catohro on 
In & rain Is for the rest a matter of 
verbal smartness. Collier and Stew-srt 
were born In the same period as Di« 
vis and Thomas, but not In the same 
world of dramatic genius. However, 
they fax» audiences year in and year 
out. ns the other two don't, and like 
monologulsts In vaudeville, they know 
how to get the laugh. So the acquaint. 
ance of the fellow and the girl runs 
on from the meeting by chance to a 
betrothal, with no particulars worth 
reading, but with a continuous enter¬ 
tainment of pun. repartee and other 
fun of kinds which Collier can Juggle 
and balance with great facility. He 
delivers the goods—that Is to say, him¬ 
self; and they are of a kind which 
the public buv* with all the eagerness 
of shoppers at a bargain sale. 

New' York "society's" caprice of go¬ 
ing to one of the female minstrelsy 
show's at a cheap and smoky concert 
hall w'as a topic in my letter of three 
Sundays ago The surprised company 
of muggers and chair-warmers. In¬ 
stead of moving on at the end of ono 
week, as It did lost season, stays In¬ 
definitely where It Is This proves that 
our variously smart sets are ready for 
a change In theatrical enjoyment, but 
not that a newr departure will be made 
In a downward direction, for their in¬ 
cline is upward, rather. But who and 
what will catch them on the rise? Joe 
Weber hopes to with "The Magic 
Kntght" and "Dream City." He Is 
making a costly try for it. Victor 
Herbert is. I calculate, the most 
money-making music-maker in Amer¬ 
ica. as his orchestra Is as prosperous 
as Sousa's, his compositions sell as 
well in the stores, and this season he 
has half a dozen scores In theatrical 
use to the March King's one. So Her¬ 
bert must have come high to Weber. 
It Is in "The Magic Knight" that the 
value of Herbert Is realized as a mu¬ 
sical humorist; and Weber may have 
bought a ticket that will win the fash¬ 
ionable fad prize 

Burlesque of grand opera has been 
common In negro minstrelsy, vaudeville 
and extravaganza these fifty years or 
more, but seldom has It been witty, or 
contained oth**r than crude fun. The 
libretto of The Magic Knight" Is a 
travenrty of 'Tiohengrtn." but the Hu¬ 
bert score is not made up of unasstml- 
lated selections from Wagner's music, 
but of w'hftt may be termed original 
plagiarism—a stealing of notes and a 
forging of them into counterfeit cur¬ 
rency—a succession of keen, droll, mu¬ 
sical Jokes. The oddity In thts mockery 
of Wagner is that, in the attempt to 
catch "society" by Its musically cul¬ 
tured ear*, and lead It back to the 
music Inili which It hnd abandoned the 
matter is rendered In a genuinely grand 
oporaMc fashion. A prlma donna of the 
first class IJlIWin BlauveR, of Covent 
Garden record In London and Metro¬ 
politan Operr.house In New York, ts 
the Elen in a collection of good voices. 
"It !* up to me," Miss Blauvelt sings 
at h^r entrance, "to make good as a 
hum.rn canary" she greets T.ohengrln 
wlih a trill of "Oh. look who a here?"

New York, Jan. 5.—The Interstate 
Commerce Commission concluded the 
preiimlr.axy portion of Its Inquiry Into 
the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
railroads and allied Harr!man lines In 
this city to-day'and adjourned to meet 
next Tuesday In Chicago. 

The testimony taken tended further 
to show the great scope of the power 
conferred upon Preeidtnt Harr!man 
by the boards of directors of the va¬ 
rious lln*s under Un'on Pacific control. 

All the facts of record as to the dec¬ 
laration of dividends last August by 
the Union and Southern Pacific were 
brought out by the Commission. The 
dividends were declared August 16 but 
were not announced until two days 
later. Just before the Stock Exchange 
opened for business. It was at Mr. Har. 
limsn's suggestion that the dividends 
were declared. It was also at his sug¬ 
gestion that the announcement was de¬ 
ferred. He explained that a number of 
the directors of the companies were not 
present and he thought It nothing but 
fair that they should be odvtaed be¬ 
fore the matter became public prop¬ 
erty. 

The Executive Committees of the 
Union and Southern Pacific were given 
authority to announce tbc dividends at 
auth time as they deemed proper. Mr. 
Hanlman Is chairman of both commit, 
tees. The committees were also author¬ 
ized to designate the funds from which 
the dividends should be paid. Wha*. 
these funds were could not be learned 
from to-day's witnesses, but the Com¬ 
mission was promised a complete 
statement.

"Wtthln certain territory, yea,*' re¬ 
plied the wltx*ws 
•'Within what territory?" 

"Ax Chicago, for Instance, the Union 
Pacific would compete for buslncwe to 
the ooxsrt as against the Illinois Central, 
which sought business to be handled 
to the West by way of New Orleans 
and the Southern Pacific. Not ail the 
bus-nees was competMv*. but there wa* 
competition at a number of points." 

Mr Jeffery' wa* cross-examined by 
John O. MU bum. of counsel for the 
Union Pacific. Mr. MU 1 bum asked If it 
was not true that the great trunk lines 
leading west from New York, like the 
New York Central, the Erie and others, 
sre Just as keenly competing to-day 
tor California. business against the 
Southern Pacific s*«Mjners to New Or¬ 
leans as they were before the Union 
Pacific control of the Southern Pacific. 
• • • 

“Not So Keen As Formerly.*' 


Mr. Jeffrey replied that there was 
competition, but he would hesitate to 
say positively that It was keen a* 
formerly.’ The trunk lines ultimately 
delivered their California business to 
the Union Pacific. Some of It alas 
went to the Atchison. Topeka and San¬ 
ta Fe. 

"The competition to-day.** continued 
Mr. Jeffrey. "Is under maintained rates 
Outside of the question of rates there 
Is no reason why th*vo should not be 
competition the same as there was 
twenty years ago.'* 

"Isn't it a fact that the competition 
Is not as great T* 

"I would hesitate to answer that.** 

"You regard the construction of a 
new western line from Salt Lake as 
not an unmitigated evil?" 

"I believe It to be a good thing for 
that great western country, end I 
was happy to undertake to build It." 

"Is it not a fact that If the Southern 
Pacific system was tom away from the 
Union Pacific, business going to the 
coast from the Illinois Central, say. and 
over the Union Pacific would have to 
be hauled over a portion of the 
Southern Pacific lines Just the 
same?’ 

"Yes* K would." 

"Is it not a fact that Union Pacific 
control of Southern Pacific has not re¬ 
sulted In a change of the flow of busi¬ 
ness over the Illinois Central?" 

"I have no knowledge as to that.*' 

It was shown that the Union Pa¬ 
cific runs only from Omaha to Ogden, 
where It connects with the Central 
Pacific, which runs to San Francisco, 
and is & part of the Southern Pa¬ 
cific. 

The haul from New Orleans to San 
Francisco over the Southern Pacific 
Is 2.300 miles: from Ogden to San 
Francisco, It Is 860 miles. Mr. Jef¬ 
frey was asked If it was not to the 
advantage of the Southern Pacific to 
get It* business by way of New Orleans 
rather than by Ogden. He said that 
depended upon the division of the 
through rates.

IN SAME NEIGHBORHOOD

Including the proposed 
Western Pacific railroad, was the first 
witness before the oonwnteaflon to-day. 
Mr, Jeffery’s name had not appeared tn 
any of tho fists of wltneem* heretofore 
given out. Answering question* by Mr. 
Fevorancc, Mr Jeffery said he had been 
1n the railroad business for fifty years. 
He wa* formerly with tho Illinois Oen- 
tral railroad, having risen in the serv¬ 
ice of that r a Dread from apprentice 
boy In the machine shop to the posi¬ 
tion of general marager. He said he 
was well acquainted with the railroad 
situation In the West- He described the 
Rio Grande system and tts connections. 
It exchanged business with the Oregon 
Bhort Line and Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation Company. Whtsn the Union 
Pacific took control of the Southern Pa¬ 
cific there was a shrinkage tn the 
amount ot business reoilved by the Rio 
Grande from the Oregon lino*, "duo. no 
doubt," added Mr. Jeffery, "to the con¬ 
trol -the Union Pacific had of the South¬ 
ern Pacific." 

Mr. Jeffery next described the West¬ 
ern Pacific railroad, which, he eald. has 
a line under construction from Sait 
Lake City to Bar* Francisco. 

The attention of the witness was 
called to the letters between B. H. 
Harrlman and George J. Gould. r«nt 
yesterday, in which Mr Gould said he 
hid deu*rmtn*d to support the building 
of the "Western Pacific Mr Harrlman 
replied that he regretted the loss ol Mr. 
Gould's advice. Mr. Jeffery said Mr. 
Gould v.-oa largely interested in Rio 
Grande.

"Do you think," Mr. Jeffrey was ask¬ 
ed. "that the competition in Pitts¬ 
burg Is as keen to-day with only one 
agent there?" 

"It Is difficult for a man to compete 
with himself." 

*T think so myself." said the com¬ 
missioner's attorney. 

‘That opens a question." Mr. Mil- 
bum rejoined, "upon wnich we could 
take a mass of testimony." 

Counsel for the Union Pacific brought 
out the fact that, regardless of Union 
Pacific control of Southern Pacific, aJl 
business from Ogden to San Fmnclsoo 
must at present go over the Southern 
Pacific. The Oregon Short Line* run 
from Ogden to Portland, and tho San 
Pedro, or Clark Line, with which the 
Southern Pacific has a ninety-nine- 
year rate agreement, runs from Ogden 
to Los Angeles 

"What clement of competition Is 
There at Ogden?" asked Chairman 
Knapp. 

"None, when these roods are under 
common control." 

To Portland and Los Angeles there 
con be competition, it was stated, by 
way of the Northern Pacific In the first 
Instance and by the Santa Fe in the 
second. 

Mr Jeffery repeated that the Rio 
Grande business had been diminished 
by the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific consolidation, and declared It 
was because of this consolidation that 
the Western Pacific wa.« decided upon 

"But," said Commissioner Lane, "the 
Rio Grande would find the Western 
Pacific advantageous regardless of the 
consolidation and even If the other two 
Pacifies were separate, would It not?" 

"Yes. the Western Pacific Is to be 
a low grade line." 

Mr. Jeffery said there used to he a 
line of steamers plying between Port¬ 
land and Ban Francisco, and some 
freight went to California that way 
He did not think such a route would 
be taken again, however.

“Community of Interest.'* 

Mr. Jeffery. In reply to questions, 
said that when Mr. Harrlman was in 
the Rio Grande boom he was sure he 
acted for the best interests of the R!o 
Grande. By the same token he felt 
Mr. Gould acted for ;he beet Inter¬ 
ests of the Union Pacific when serving 
on that r«»ed-

BASEBALL MAGNATES DISAPPEARING 


Old-Timers Like A. G. Spalding, Chris Von der Ahe, John 
B. Day and Others Have Permanently Retired. 


G 


RADUALLY men who figured In 
tho government of professional 
baseball as club owners and stock- 
holders In the National League 
have been dropping out of tho game, un¬ 
til very few of the veterans are left. 

The Brotherhood war of IS*), In which 
fl.000.030 was lost, eliminated porno, but It 
was Out until the expansion of the very 
*u ^ceA«ful American League, under the 
di merlon of Bancroft Byrun Johnson, that 
oilier notable magnates decided to retire 
permanently. 

It was live Brotherhood war that drove 
John It. Day, Walter Appleton and Joseph 
Cordon out of the control of th© Now 
York dub. To Mr. Day belonged tho 
lions share of responsibility for giving 
th* National League a foothold in Unit 
©fly. 

But tho organisation of th# Players* 
League, popularly known ns tho Brother¬ 
hood. was a hiu*d blow to Mr. Day. Al¬ 
though they luul been generotisly treated 
by him, the plarers. with tho exception of 
Welsh, Murphy and Tlcrimn, deserted Mr. 
Day, altmcufd by fabulous salaries, so 
that when the season of lifflO began the 
New- York National League club was a 
Bu-ro shell. 

Then It was that Mr Day negotiated u 
dtx.l with John T. Brush, the own* r of the 
Iti li vnapo'.ls club, by which in return for 
$'•••.000 Brush turned over Glasscock, Den¬ 
es. Buckley, Rusic. Boyle, Bassett and 
©.her plny«VK who were soon wearing 
New York uniforms. 

In paying for these mm Mr. Dav hand¬ 
ed uver Wo,***) In stock to the Indianapo¬ 
lis man. who got his first foothold lu 
iuMeball affairs In New York- The season 
w.i» only half over wbon Mr. Day was 
jiving signals of distress. The Brother* 
fcoud club had the bulk of patronage, 
Wtile the Nationals wore drawing on An 
average of 2*10 p*-rsons ft game. 

A hurry call wnl sent out by A. G. 
Bp aiding, of tho Chicago club: A. H. So- 
den. erf the Boston club: F. A. Abell, of 
the BnokJyn club; A. J. Reach, of the 
Phlkulcdplita club, and Brush. erf Indian- 
a;oil*, wuh the rosult that $80.00fi w.is 
quickly subscribed to carry tho New York 
club through tho mioo, Mr. Day sur¬ 
rendering another Mg block of #t**ck In 
‘tin club In return for this assistance, 
t IMten the reason came to an cud both 
qides w e re weary of sansoles* fighting and 
there vr.iB a general combination. The 
qwo New York clubs got together, and 
Jlr. Dav found himself a compare lively 
giuvil minority stockholder, R B. Taleott, 
a well-known Wall-strdkt man; the late 
Fori inn*’.er Cornelius Van Cott, Oen. E. 
A- Mc.Upinc. the tobacco man. and Frank 
B R hlnsuii, a steel merchant, obtaining 
control. 

Day On a Salary. 


In addition to these men. who had bnck- 
«d the Brotherhood club at a loss. Spald¬ 
ing. soden. Reach, Abell and Brush also 
hold etook, wMlo Mr. Day was made 
president at a salary of $10,000 a year. 
Under this arrangement the club did fair¬ 
ly well until 1M>4, when Mr. Day. having 
Iwn forced out of tho club and tho man¬ 
agement of the team having been turned 
©ver to John M. Ward, the New Yorks 
Won tho Temple Cup. After finishing sec¬ 
ond to the champion Baltimore*. 

Incidentally, tho club was enabled to 
wipe out a lot of Indebtedness, and also 
bsnhod about MO.QCO In profits. , 

With Mr. Day out of It. except for a 
■mall stock interest, the passing of one of 
the National League's most Influential 
magnates was completed, for In his dav 
tin* former pr« sldsttl of the New York 
club was a power In the politics of the 
game, at the same time enjoying the con¬ 
fidence Of the public nt large. 

But, although tho winning of the Temple 
Cun was a Mg thlm^for the club, Messrs. 
Taleott, Van Cott, McAlptn© and Robin- 
fi*n mere tired of the worry and annoy¬ 
ance to which they had beta subjected, 
and were soon negotiating a sale of the 
control of the New York club's stock to 
Andrew' Freedman, who. In IJSj, gained fd 
j>er cent for 149.006—a bargain, In view of 
[at©r results.

Abel! and 
Ei'Oldlng. leaving Soden and Brush each 
wit a about $5»,M worm, an ! Day holding 
rhapa l&ot/O in certificates, Frcedrnan 
ter ©old out tr» Brush.

by John R. Walsh and aided by' Adrian 
C. Anson, was tho big man In Chicago 
baseball. Spalding, once pitcher for the 
Bostons. In the '70s, graduated from the 
diamond several years later and started 
in the sporting goods enterprise. 

Bpalding learned his first lessons in 
baseball politics from W A. Hurlbut. 
president of tho National League, when 
Players Hall. Devlin. Craver and Nichols 
wero permanently blacklisted, thirty years 
ago, for throwing games. As the gam,, 
grew in Chicago 8naldlng hooked up with 
Anson, who organised one of the greatest 
teams In America.

EFFECT OF THE MUTUEL 

SYSTEM IN FRANCE 


Jockey Danny Maher Gives 
Out Interesting Talk 
of Turf. 


HE STUDIED THOROUGHBREDS. 


Has Never Ridden For King Edward, 
But He Would Like To 
Do So. 


W HEN bookmakers were barred 
from doing buslnen* !n Franco 
little more than a year ago. 
confining speculation On rac¬ 
ing to the mutuels. all sorts of dire pre¬ 
diction* were made as to the future of 
tho turf. It was freely claimed thnt rac¬ 
ing would lose It* popularity under the 
exclusive system of mutuel betting. It l* 
Interesting, therefore, to note how the 
turf has fared during the period that has 
Ju«t closed tiro first full year of racing 
under the new conditions. 

When making a comparison between re¬ 
ceipts and profits in 1«* a* against 1995, It 
Is sufficient to take the balance sheets of 
tho five leading "societies’* in Franco. 
These arc the Soclete d’Encouragement, 
the Bod etc dea Steeplechases do France, 
tho 9oclete Bportive, the Soelete du Deml- 
Sang and the Socleto dc Sport do Franco. 
The Jurisdiction of the societies named 
extends to all the principal courses in 
Paris and the neighborhood, where most 
of the important racing la regularly held. 

There have been a few owner* who havo 
forsaken the turf owing to the "monop¬ 
oly*’ control of betting, but there have 
been many newcomers to take their 
places. The opponents of the mutuels 
have frequently stated that the public 
did not attend the meetings ns muon now 
as heretofore. In this statement they had 
truth on their side, but the falling off in 
gate recolpta has only amounted to $40,- 
«0 for tho whole year. 

Tho full turnover amounted to $1,539,- 
000, ao If one reckons the dethroned book¬ 
makers who havo not found It worth 
while to attend raring the past season, 
the discrepancy Is practically accounted 

six years. In that tlmo I havo ridden 
some or the best homes In that country, 
and have won aomo of the biggest events 
on tho English turf. I have given the 
English-bred race horse a very careful 
study and am of tho opinion that he 1* a 
speedier and more durable animal than 
the me? horse of this country. This Is 
my honest opinion, hosed on several 
year's experienoo among the race horses 
of both countries, sad there Is no reason 
why I should not be allowed to express 
that opinion without Incurring the dis¬ 
pleasure of tho American turf writers. 

"I am an American by birth nnd my 
folks are all Americans, and I have no 
Intention of over being anything but an 
American. As an American I claim tho 
right to have an opinion nnd express It 
whenever I feel so Inclined and resent 
any attempt to ridicule me for ao doing.

fbr. It ran thus be seen that there Is no 
diminution in the ordinary racvgolrg pop¬ 
ulation. 

And when one comes to the marked In¬ 
crease in mutuel profits It can readily be 
understood that both the French Govern¬ 
ment and the various race societies have 
cause for self-congratulation It must al¬ 
ways be recollected that the profits the 
race societies make do not go into private 
hands. They are all devoted to the ad¬ 
vancement of racing, breeding, etc. 

Tho mutuels handled about JRott.OfiO 
during the year, which shown an Increase 
of about $7.140,000 on the takings In 
The Government and the five soc.etlcs 
named halve the 8 per cent, deducted, tbe 
Government’* share being about $2 - 
185.099, or nearly $225,900 more than in the 
previous year. 

This sum la expended on the poor. Irri¬ 
gation, etc. Only last week the Govern¬ 
ment Commissioners voted KW\C09 for Ir¬ 
rigation purposes, In 23.S dirt nets. The 
remaining 104 will be attended to shortly. 

Tho publication of these race statistics 
plainly point to the Increasing succtss of 
crose-country racing Tho Steeplechase 
Society and the Soriete do Sport <*e 
France—tho two Mg Jumping hod>«—are 
the only two to showr nn Increase in gate 
receipts. Then the Steeplechase Society 
(which has charge of Autcull) has actual¬ 
ly taken more money In gate receipts and 
Ml mat us! Investment* than the Soelete 
d Encouragement, whoso authority ex¬ 
tends to Long<*harm> and Chantilly In 
fact, tho Steeplechase Society / alone 
shows an Increase of $*.325 In "gate" and 
$1,772,110 in mutuel money over lost year. 

M. Ruau has frequently exptocacd him¬ 
self of late os perfectly ■utisflod, and It 
would appear that so long as the present 
prosfKrrity r m.un* In the French racing 
world bookmakers have merely a "long- 
otlds" chan no of returning to their old 
iiaunta. BeoMea. they cannot compete 
with mutuel price* against outsider*.

TEN YEARS IN THE SADDLE. 


D ANNY MAHER, who has been rid¬ 
ing with such marvelous success 
on the English turf for the last 
half-dozen years, docs not object 
to fair and honest criticism. 

"In fart," sold the premier Jockey, "1 
regard fair And honest criticism as being 
rather more helpful than harmful to a 
person whoso profession makes him more 
or less of a public character, a* mine 
doe*. I do find fault, howrever. with be¬ 
ing misquoted and misrepresented In th* 
papers, as was the case the other day 
when a turf writer on one of the evening 
papers rapped me rather severely for 
something I knew nothing about." 

When asked to state what there was 
In the story referred to he replied: "Noth¬ 
ing St all. The New York turf writer 
who wrote tho article based hts story on 
what he had read In tho columns of a 
small London publication called Tho Tat¬ 
tler. In which IJwoa supposed to have 
made certain sta/einents on turf matters. 

"Tho truth of tho matter Is this," bald 
Danny. "I never gav© out any such 
statement as that published, and If the 
New York turf writer had taken tho 
trouhlo to see mo heforo ho wrote tho 
story* It is altogether probable ho would 
nut have written It. 

"It Is true 1 have said, and I still say, 
that I consider tho English-bred race 
h«ir*o superior to tho American-hied 
horse, and I have my reasons for think¬ 
ing so. Moreover, I believe all well-in¬ 
formed Amerlrnn turfmen will bear in© 
out in this conclusion: but how that could 
luivo given offense 1 am ut a loss to un¬ 
derstand. I certainly ought to have a 
right to have an opinion, and to nl*o ex¬ 
press It, especially when it rolnles to a 
Business In which I havo been more or 
lea* *uccesafully engaged for several 
years. 

**I think my Judgment In this matter 
ought to be entitled to some considera¬ 
tion, as I have had experience with the 
best race horses of both England and this 
country. I have been riding now for 
about ten years The first four years of 
my career os a jockey was on the metro¬ 
politan tracks, and during that tlm* 1 
rode some of the best horses In this 
OUntry* I also won some of the big 
events here In the Enst, namely the Met¬ 
ropolitan and tho Brooklyn Handicap. 

• • • 

Has Studied Race Horse 


•’I rode lost season for Lord Derby, and 
I am engaged to ride for him again dur¬ 
ing the coming season. I never rodo for 
the King, as the turf critic who so severe¬ 
ly arraigned me for my un-Americanism 
for speaking , well of th* English race 
horses would make It appear. Perhaps I 
may some time. At any rate It would 
plenso me very much to ride one of His 
Majesty's horses to victory. 

"I have not Imm*o quite able to figure 
out whether my friend tho local turf 
critic. Intended to be complimentary *»r 
otherwise when ho referred to me as ‘the 
King's Jockey.' He referred to me so 
many time* In thnt manner In his article 
that I begin to suspect that ho has been 
lalwtrlng under the mistaken tdro all 
along that 1 really had been riding for 
His Majesty If he has been arranging 
hfs dom* on those llm>* he had better start 
In right nwny straightening It out, for so 
far I have never had the mount on ono 
of King Edward's horses." 

Danny spoke very highly of Spearmint, 
lost year's Derby winner. Whou asked 
about Pretty Polly, who was regarded two 
years ago ns unbeatable on the English 
turf, he replied that Pretty Polly wns a 
marvelously speedy filly, and that the only 
time she was ever beaten on an English 
mco course ho rode the winner. Batch¬ 
elor’s Hutton. 

Danny Maher Is a clean-cut. Intelligent 
llttlo man. who t*«ke« great pride In hts 
profession, and who by his modest and un- 
assuming manner hns made himself very 
popular with tho leaders of tho English 
turf, as well os tho English raring pub¬ 
lic His name has never been mixed up 
w*lth any turf *»*andal. nor has his hon¬ 
esty as a Jockey ever been brought Into 
question. 

Hv gets the best mount* and has to his 
credit as a winning Jockey many of the 
richest and most important of the turf 
classics of England Tho high order of 
Intelligence h«» possesses, added to hi* 
long experience on tho turf In this coun¬ 
try and England, make* his Judgment In 
turf matters especially valuable.

The Football Rules Will Not Be Changed. 


Gridiron Code To Be Given Another Season's Trial With¬ 
out Radical Departures. 


•‘Besides paying t-areful attention to my 
profession ns a jockey, I also gave a 
doeo study to tho race horse. 1 know 
something about the conforamtlon of a 
horse and whether big pojtst'sse* sinew nnd 
nuhstaure. At any rate. ! think my Judg¬ 
ment In *u«’h matters ought to bn n* good, 
U not better, tha:? ihe Judgment of a man 
who has had experience only with the 
ruee horse of hi* own country." 

When asked to give some particular 
reason for considering the English race 
borne superior to the American racer. 
Dunny said: "In the first place, the cli¬

Again, the Two-year-old* are 
not campaigned n» hard a* they are In 
thi* country, so that when they become 
three-year-olds they ore not suffering 
from disabilities contracted In their two- 
year-old form. The English Derby, the 
St. Lexer nnd the Two Thousand Guinea* 
nre wns.t are called classic* nnd are for 
three-year-olds.

Regatta Stewards Adopt New Rules. 


Henley Association Denies Privileges of Competing To 
Oarsmen Not Affiliated With Governing Body. 


P resident james a. pilking- 
TON, of the National Association 
of Amateur Oanimen. take* a 
broad view of tho situation In con¬ 
sidering the new race rule Just adopted 
by tho Henley Regatta stewards closing 
tho regatta to all oarsmen not affiliated 
with an association or union that boa an 
agreement with the Henley Association, 
and declares that Amoricsn* have no Just 
cause to complain.

The fart that tbc Vesper crew was cent 
abroad on a fund that was raised by pub¬ 
lic subscription was In Itself, It now 
seems, enough to have barred It at Hen- 
Icy; but this fact does not socm to have 
been generally understood In this c 'untry 
since almost every crew, college ns w. 
as dub. that hns ever gone to Henley, 
has traveled on a fund raised by sub¬ 
scription. 

The National Association can In no way 
be blamed for sanctioning that part of 
the transaction. Neither could anyone 
for^cw that tho funds raised were to be 
misappropriated, so the Natiora! As**Ma. 
Hon ctuinot bo blamed there. But to have 
allowed even one oarsman to have en¬ 
tered for the Henley regatra who was not 
eligible under Henley rules would huv«* 
been a very serious matter, and to have 
allowed four such men, or nnlf the crow, 
to have b«»»m thus entered show* lax 
methods which demand correction before 
any more American crew* are allowed 
to row at Henley. 

It Is the laying bare of thl* fact thnt 
ha* brought* about the new Henley rub*, 
or rather the extension of an old Hanley 
rule so us to npply to both America and 
Australia All other countries that have 
aver made entries at Hanley have worked 
under thl* rule In the past, and now 
America and Australia rirc included. 
There 1* surely no great hardship in 
that.

Britishers Hard Losers. 
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Had the Vesper crew won at Henley, 
tn place of being beaten In a trial heat 
It 1* probable that the scandal would 
never have occurred. U la a national 
fault of both Americans nnd Englishmen 
to be hard lasers, Thl* I* particularly 
true of Britishers, barring Sir * Thomas 
Lit ton, who I* the oh© glaring exception.

An 
awful howl followed, the Londoners 
claiming that they were Jockeyed out 
of the race and also that their ale had 
been drugged so that they could not do 
their best work A prominent member 
uf the Bchnylktll Navy, in talking over 
the affair the other day. also said that 
he had hen-d that the ©xperu*** of the 
crew to this country wer© paid by the 
London Rowing Club, and thnt the local 
committee footed all expenses while th** 
rr©w was here.

Ireland Is Thoroughbred Nursery. 


It I* a fact that Irytand la making rapid 
headway os a nursery of young race¬ 
horses, a large number of very able Eng¬ 
lish turfmen having recently established 
stud# there. Tho climate Is particularly 
favorably to tho rearing of thorough¬ 
breds At least three of tho host colts of 
1906 on the English turf wore bred In Ire¬ 
land Mr. Urvker himself has * Derby 
candidate thla year in the colt Orby. by 
Orme. 

At the Croker farm the fields are all 
Inclosed by stone walls, built of granite 
cut in square blocks, quarried from the 
Dublin mountains adjoining the farm. 
On the training grounds the turf Is so 
thick that the younf*ter revel on It. 
Th<*re is a straight course one and a half 
mile# long The.etoblea. alt built of gran¬ 
ite. are tne boat that Dr. Cattanach ever 
mw There are forty box stalls adjoining 
each other, forming a circle, with rough¬ 
ly cemented floor*, perfectly drained and 
ventilated, and so arranged that the 
horse* are absolutely safe from injury. 

All the buildings connected with tho 
farm end stables are of square cut gran¬ 
ite. finished in the very best style. In 
abort, It Is the most tomplete racing es¬ 
tablishment that many men of large ex¬ 
perience had ever seen AJ1 the improve¬ 
ments l$avc been mod* to the Croker farm 
in lees than two ye*rs Every building 
on the place is lighted by electricity, tup
